Pacific were soon at loggerheads and 
the former compelled the latter to 
lease the line to it between Prom on­ 
tory and Ogden for about 999 years, or 
it would parallel the latter. 
When 
Sidney Dillon commenced

branches he did exactly what we a n ­ 
ticipated. 
He paralleled the line of 
the Central Pacific to Brigham City 
and left Corinne out. 
Thar ended oiir 
career. 
We were 
dead 
from 
that 
time.”
